additional bulky exhibits containing numerous photo.-jraphs and other docum-nts aa 
vrell as Warren Connie ion exhibits’ are contained in a secure natal cabinet with the 
total volume of these exhihitc being aoproxinntely 15 cubic feet." There is no such 
statement pertaining to any other main gile in this inventory from which I quote,

If they are truthful re those two employees, who I aatch in lies and errors all 
the tine, tnen all it means is that no such film reached DC or was entered into one 
of the nainfilos. Assuming that it was given to the DL office. 

By "pewtonal files" I presume you nosn ticklers. Ask tho Delias office for tlis 
SA C.Q. Smith tickler. However, it was much mors likoly to have been in what I 
suspect is a very large one that Gsnberling had to have. Later I suo ose it went to 
Specht. So, ask DL to search all ticklers, toe, an wall as an special storage places 
or areas. 


When I get to getting copies of pix, I'll ask. for Moorman conies to bo aada from 
the DL negatives. T his should give the best posoiblo copies, unless they made some 
at FBI.
